In  my  lifetime  I have  met  and 
spent  time  with  about  30  TSs  and 
150  TVs.  All  of  the  TSs  were  pass- 
able, if  not  exactly  beautiful  and 
about  half  of  the  TVs  could  pass  to 
varying  degrees.  I stopped  kidding 
myself  some  time  ago.  I pass  from  a 
distance  but  not  on  scrutiny.  It 
doesn’t  matter.  But  I have  from 
time  to  time,  like  most  of  us,  had 
cause  to  contemplate  appearances. 
My  only  conclusion,  inane  as  it  may 
seem,  is  that  we  are  attractive  and 
unattractive  in  about  equal  propor- 
tions to  the  mass  of  the  populace. 
There  are  times,  though,  when 
being  attractive  has  nothing  to  do 
with  being  passable.  I have  met  a 
number  of  TVs  who  are  downright 
plain  but  who  pass  brilliantly  as 
women.  And  I have  met  attractive 
men  who  still  look  like  men. 


In  the  early  80’s  the  Department  and  talk  to  the  people  there  on  three 
ofSocial  Security  in  the  state  of  New  occasions.

I met  and  talked  with  about  a 
dozen  girls  on  those  visits.  Two  of 
them  remain  in  my  mind  as  ex- 
amples of  what  I’m  referring  to. 
Chanelle  was  seventeen.  She  came 
from  a large  family,  the  youngest. 
She  was  a stunning  looking  girl, 
slim,  well  made,  well  dressed  in  a 
limited  finance  way.  She  was  grace- 
ful, feminine  without  being  effemi- 
nate and  pleasant  natured. 

When  I met  her  she  had  been  at 
Tiresius  House  for  just  three  weeks 
and  those  three  weeks  wee  the  only 
time  of  her  life  that  she  had  dressed 
and  lived  as  a girl  full  time.  The  only 
thing  I know  about  her  family  back- 
ground was  that  her  parents  were 
totally  against  what  she  was  doing 
and  trying  very  hard  to  take  the 
government  to  court  to  stop  them 
from  allowing  her  such  freedoms. 
They  would  fail,  thank  God,  be- 
cause she  was  just  so  right  to  be 
doing  what  she  was  doing. 

Her  counterpoint  was  Jennifer. 
Jennifer  was  short,  stocky,  not 
unattractive,  but  some  reason  in- 
sisted on  wanting  to  look  like  a 
butch  dyke.  She  acted  tough, 
owned  and  rode  a motorbike,  wore 
her  hair  slicked  back  and  boyish 
girl’s  clothes.  She  looked  and  acted 
like  a girl  trying  to  be  a boy.  I 
thought  that  was  strange  but  oddly 
enough  she  passed  as  a girl  in 
public  just  as  easily  as  Chanelle  did 
- but  for  different  reasons.  Then 


there  was  Wendy.  Wendy  did  not 
need  Tiresius  House.  Wendy  was 
the  son  of  a post- operative  TS  who 
was  gainfully  employed  as  a com- 
mercial illustrator.  Wendy  had 
elected  to  move  out  of  the  home  she 
shared  with  her  mother  and  sister 
to  live  with  her,  what?  Not  mother! 
Hardly  father!  Anyway,  Wendy 
moved  in  with  Helen.  When  I first 
met  him  he  was  definitely  a boy,  al- 
though a pretty  one.  Three  months 
later  I met  Wendy  (as  distinct  from 
Joel).  He  was  wearing  a dress, 
make-up,  high  heels  and  had  just 
had  his  own  long  hair  femininely 
styled.  I was  a little  taken  aback. 
Later,  when  we  were  alone,  Helen 
explained,  quite  simply,  that 
Wendy  had  let  it  be  known  in  no 
uncertain  terms  that  she  had  al- 
ways wanted  to  be  a girl  and  was 
going  to  live  that  way  and  hoped 
Helen  would  co-operate.  Helen 
didn’t  seem  to  have  much  choice 
and  to  be  fair,  Wendy  made  a lovely 
looking  girl.  Helen  supported  her, 
bought  her  clothes,  coached  her  in 
feminine  manners  and  behavior. 
Wendy  was  seventeen  when  I met 
her.  A little  over  a year  later  Joel 
was  back.  Wendy,  it  seems,  had 
been  nothing  more  than  an  experi- 
ment, an  attempt  to  discover 
whether  he  wanted  to  follow  in  his 
father’s  footsteps. 

I mention  all  this  just  by  way  of 
illustrating  diversity.  I’m  not  sure  it 
means  anything  - it’s  just  interest- 
ing by  way  of  an  observation  on  the 
passing  parade.

Trail 

The  Pitfalls  of  Perfection 


So  many  jokes  and  stories  center 
on  the  perfect  woman,  who  she  is 
and  what  she  is  in  modem  society. 
The  concept  itself  differs  from  class 
to  class,  among  different  racial  and 
economic  backgrounds,  and  be- 
tween social  and  political  organiza- 
tions, countries  and  so  on.  The 
perfect  woman  might  be  a tall,  well 
educated,  assertive  bitch  in  one 
culture.  In  another  she  might  be  a 
petite,  quiet,  passive  butterfly. 

Americans  enjoy  the  privilege  of 
examining  several  different  vari- 
ations of  the  ‘perfect’  woman.  Most 
of  these  variations  spring  from  the 
drafting  boards  of  advertising  ex- 
ecutives. More  perceptions  emerge 
from  the  television  studios  and 
production  facilities  of  day-time 
soap  operas  and  consumer  ori- 
ented commercials. 

Some  of  America’s  most  premiere 
cosmetic  manufacturers  depict  one 
model  in  all  of  their  advertising 
campaigns.  The  woman  is  always 
Caucasian,  fair-complexioned  and 


blonde,  sometimes  a red-head.  She 
always  has  blue  eyes  and  “classic 
features.”  Ironically,  the  women 
who  pack  and  ship  these  beautify- 
ing ingredients  are  often  African- 
American,  Hispanic,  middle-aged, 
minimum  wage  earners.  Although 
the  product  is  used  by  women  of  all 
nationalities,  the  manufacturer 
intentionally  portrays  an  image 
marketed  to  white,  upper-class 
women.  Why?  Because  they  spend 
millions  of  dollars  each  year  to  pre- 
serve and  perpetuate  that  image. 

Essentially,  it  is  the  same  image 
generated  through  most  American 
media,  hour  after  hour,  day  after 
day,  month  after  month,  year  after 
year.  For  all  the  debate  on  how  safe 
or  unsafe  it  is  to  eat  apples  or  to 
drink  coffee,  no  questions  unfold  as 
to  the  effect  this  constant  bombard- 
ment of  psychological  garbage  has 
on  the  minds  of  individuals: 

One  thing  is  certain:  Media  has 
the  potential  to  shape  or  to  reshape 
a society.  This  makes  it  as  poten- 
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tially  wonderful  as  it  makes  it  dan- 
gerous and  destructive.  Women  are 
repeatedly  expected  to  meet  stan- 
dards set  by  advertisers  who  know 
nothing  of  what  it  takes  to  be  a 
woman.  They  use  psychologists 
and  other  women  to  use  our  most 
deep  felt  emotions  against  us. 

The  American  woman,  at  least  the 
Caucasian  American,  is  trans- 
formed from  the  docile,  domestic, 
and  matronly  character  of  the  six- 
ties, into  the  assertive,  all-knowing, 
all-powerful,  super-human  Ama- 
zon, as  she  is  now,  in  the  eighties. 
Today’s  woman  is  in  control,  honey. 
She’s  bold  and  she’s  taking  no  crap 
from  anyone.  And  as  much  as  He- 
len Gurley  Brown  and  Gloria  Stein- 
ham  would  like  to  takethe  credit  for 
this  transformation,  it  is  media  that 
has  made  her  dreams  and  social 
hypothesis  a reality.  Media  has 
brought  America  into  the  age  of  the 
heroine,  with  women  fighting  off 
aliens,  guerillas,  kitchen  grease, 
government,  nuclear  power  plants, 
radioactivity,  Washington  bu- 
reaucracy and  emerging  victorious! 

The  feminist  movement,  per  se,  is 
not  a bad  social  development. 
However,  its  philosophy  has  gener- 
ated several  negative  results.  The 
movement  neither  wants  to  accept 
the  blame,  nor  accept  the  responsi- 
bility for  its  mistakes.  The  inability 
or  unwillingness  of  the  feminist 
movement  to  be  fully  accountable 
renders  it  somewhat  irresponsible. 
Initially,  the  feminist  movement 
included  the  lesbian  movement.  To 
a lesser  degree,  it  included  the 


struggle  of  African-American 
women.  To  an  even  lesser  degree,  it 
included  the  struggle  by  cross- 
dressers and  transsexuals  to 
achieve  social  acceptance  and  re- 
spectability. It  has  since  aban- 
doned these  ‘lesser’  causes. 

Lesbians  try  to  achieve  social 
change  and  acceptability  through 
the  somewhat  broader  gay  political 
movement.  The  gay  movement, 
however,  is  neither  as  powerful,  nor 
as  well- organized  as  the  feminists. 
Nevertheless,  gays  continue  to 
make  efforts  to  improve  their  image 
and  acceptability.  Transsexuals 
and  crossdressers,  on  the  other 
hand,  fail  to  align  themselves  with 
any  of  the  existing  alternative  cul- 
tures. They  fail  to  work  together  to 
achieve  acceptance.  As  a result, 
transsexuals  and  crossdressers 
form  a pitifully  unorganized  and 
uninspired  subculture. 

We  profess  to  seek  social  accep- 
tance. Yet,  we  do  nothing  to  achieve 
that  goal.  As  separate  groups, 
transsexuals  seek  to  merge  with 
society  after  they  have  had  their 
final  operation.  They  shed  their 
past  identities  as  though  it  were  an 
old  ragged  coat.  Only  within  a very 
limited  scope  do  they  ever  attempt 
to  reach  out  to  those  who  have  not 
yet  realized  their  goals. 

Crossdressers  (transvestites)  are 
even  less  inclined  to  emerge  as  an 
organized  political  group.  The  ob- 
jective of  most  crossdressers  ap- 
pears to  be  fantasizing  about  men, 
or  gathering  for  parties  to  discuss 
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only  the  most  superficial  attributes 
of  being  a woman.  They  wonder  why 
they  are  so  often  scorned,  even  by 
the  gay  community.  They  are 
scorned  because  they  represent 
nothing  that  is  truly  meaningful. 
There  is  much  more  to  being  a 
woman  than  simply  being  able  to 
look  like  a woman.  There  is  much 
more  to  being  a woman  than  merely 
having  a relationship  with  a man. 

The  reality  that  most  cross- 
dressers  hate  to  admit  to  is  that  no 
one  can  be  a weekend,  or  part-time 
woman.  It  takes,  at  least,  as  much 
of  a commitment  to  be  female  as  it 
does  to  be  male.  Yet,  if  you  read  the 
literature  directed  toward  the 
crossdressing  community,  you  find 
it  consists  mostly  of  fantasies  and 
illusions.  Crossdressers  meet  with 
no  greater  commitment  to  being 
women  than  to  put  on  a dress  on 
the  weekends  or  while  the  wife  is 
out  shopping. 

Crossdressing  does  not  involve 
one  with  the  social  and  psychologi- 
cal aspects  of  being  a woman.  They 
are  unaware  of  the  psychological 
attributes  of  having  breasts,  of  liv- 
ing under  the  emotional  influence 
of  female  hormones,  of  water  reten- 
tion, of  difficulties  associated  with 
dieting,  or  of  dealing  with  men.  The 
list  is  endless.  The  average  cross- 
dresser, unless  they  are  living  and 
working  full-time  as  women,  covers 
only  a very  small  fraction  of  the 
feminine  essence. 

There  is  little  that  is  metaphysical 
about  being  a woman.  It  is  not  a 


magical  realm  that  one  enters  and 
exits  at  will.  We  can  afford  to  play 
dress-up  as  children;  to  play  the 
same  game  as  adults  is  little  more 
than  ludicrous. 

The  crossdresser  dresses  for 
erotic  pleasure  or  to  satisfy  some 
very  real  psychological  obsession  or 
need.  I personally  cannot  associate 
wearing  or  dressing,  or  putting  on  a 
bra  with  anything  that  is  sexually 
erotic.  For  me  it  is  simply  clothing 
myself  for  warmth  or  modesty. 
Some  clothes  are  pleasant  to  wear. 
And,  I enjoy  wearing  some  outfits 
because  they  are  pretty,  or  because 
they  make  me  feel  pretty.  However, 
I derive  no  sexual  satisfaction  from 
these  garments. 

The  one  real  problem  we  all  share 
— we  who  are  becoming  women  and 
who  simply  dress  like  women  — is 
the  desire  to  achieve  some  impos- 
sible degree  of  perfection.  This  pit 
fall  of  perfection  is  common  to  the 
female  psyche.  We  all  desire  perfect 
breasts,  perfect  faces,  flawless  hair 
styles,  and  so  on.  We  are  all  victims 
of  the  Madison  Avenue  hype,  the 
manufacturer’s  advertisement  and 
publicity.  For  a variety  of  reasons, 
we  are  preoccupied  with  becoming 
that  Playboy-perfect  air-brushed 
concept  of  femininity. 

The  Playboy  philosophy  would  be 
wonderful,  if  there  could  be  a 
Playgirl  mansion  filled  with  hand- 
some men  walking  around,  scantily 
clad,  at  Mrs.  Hefner’s  disposal,  too. 

Realistically  speaking,  most  of  us 
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are  too  puritanical  to  seriously 
pursue  this  rather  exotic  direction. 

So,  let’s  return  to  reality.  Rather, 
let’s  return  to  the  fantasy  of  being 
perfect  women.  That’s  an  attribute 
we  all  have  in  common.  Whether  we 
are  genetic  women,  pre-operative 
or  post-operative  transsexuals,  or 
crossdressers,  we  all  live  in  a male 
dominated  culture  which  dictates 
that  women  (ladies)  must  be  de- 
mure, slim,  full-breasted,  scented, 
colored,  cheerful,  graceful,  elegant, 
intelligent  (but  not  too  intelligent), 
good-natured,  obedient,  kind,  ma- 
ternal, sophisticated  in  public  and 
whorish  in  bed,  dependent  but 
well-organized,  submissive,  yet 
always  protective  of  the  male  ego, 
and  so  on,  and  so  on,  and  so  on. 

If  an  individual  can  master  all  of 
the  aforementioned  attributes  and 
get  along  well  with  other  other 
women,  with  children,  with  cats 
and  dogs,  and  not  wear  garments 
that  offend  animal  lovers,  she 
stands  a fair  chance  of  being 
crowned  a lady.  It’s  one  thing  to 
write  about,  and  another  to  try  to 
live  out.  Yet,  these  are  the  qualities 
and  attributes  all  women  are  ex- 
pected to  master.  Worse  yet,  most 
of  us  feel  that  if  we  fail  to  master 
these  attributes,  or  if  we  do  not  bear 
children,  look  pretty  enough,  stay 
slim  enough,  or  practice  all  of  the 
Miss  Etiquette  techniques  we  were 
instructed  to  practice  by  our  moth- 
ers (or  developed  through  some 
other  means),  that  we  are  less  than 
ladies,  less  than  women,  and  less 
than  human  beings. 


The  obvious  dilemma  is  that  we 
are  expected  to  be,  and  accept  the 
responsibility  (burden?)  of  being 
perfect  in  an  imperfct  (sic)  world. 

What  is  wrong  with  being  a moth- 
erless lady?  What  is  wrong  with 
being  a lady  who  wears  a sweat  suit, 
no  make-up,  no  earrings,  no  acces- 
sories, but  is  judged  a lady  on  the 
basis  of  character  and  personality 
alone?  We  accept  a man  as  a gentle- 
man, even  if  he  is  wearing  overalls. 
Why  then  do  women  need  to  wear  a 
sun  dress  and  make-up  to  dig  in  the 
same  garden,  just  to  be  considered 
a lady?  Is  there  a double  standard? 

Most  transsexuals  and  genetic 
women  would  agree  with  this  argu- 
ment. However,  the  crossdressers 
would  be  placed  at  somewhat  of  a 
loss.  How  could  they  be  feminine 
without  the  trappings  of  feminin- 
ity? How  could  a crossdresser 
crossdress  without  wearing  a 
dress?  That’s  the  real  question. 
And  as  a practical  answer  I suggest 
they  could  not. 

It  would  be  a wonderful  world  if 
anyone,  regardless  of  their  genetic 
origin,  could  be  judged  a lady  solely 
on  the  basis  of  their  behavior,  per- 
sonality and  character.  Personally, 
I consider  myself  to  be  as  much  a 
lady  in  j eans  as  in  an  evening  gown. 
That’s  the  attitude  I’ve  adopted; 
and  I feel  totally  comfortable  with 
that  attitude.  I wish  more  of  us 
could  adopt  the  same  philosophy. 

Many  crossdressers  will  argue 
that  it  is  impossible  or  totally  im- 
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practical  to  consider  living  as  a 
woman  on  a full-time  basis.  There 
are,  after  all,  financial  considera- 
tions (women  usually  earn  less 
than  men),  their  families  (two 
mothers  or  wives  in  the  same 
household  can  be  difficult),  as  well 
as  their  relationships  with  profes- 
sional associates  and  friends.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  I agree  there 
are  difficulties,  I must  maintain 
that  unless  you’re  living  as  a 
woman  on  a full-time  or  most-time 
basis,  to  dress  as  a woman  is  only  to 
place  yourself  in  a costume-party 
reality.  Life  is  much  more  to  me 
than  a costume  party. 

Of  course,  there  is  also  the  argu- 
ment that  crossdressing  is  only  a 
supplement  to  an  otherwise  full 
and  complete  life.  If  that  is  the  case, 
then  one  needs  to  refer  to  himself  as 
a transvestite  or  a female  imper- 
sonator, not  as  a woman.  Female 
impersonators  and  females  are  in 
two  totally  different  categories,  with 
totally  different  responsibilities, 
scopes  and  obligations. 

I have  little  respect  for  the  meta- 
physical, surrealistic,  transcen- 
dental transvestite  who  dares  to 
call  himself  a woman.  He  is  not  a 
woman  and  hasn’t  paid  the  dues  to 
deserve  that  title.  As  they  say  in 
France,  ‘pee  or  get  off  le  pot.’ 

I hate  labels  as  much  as  the  next 
woman.  Labels  are  often  used  to 
segregate  groups  of  people  from 
other  groups  of  people  and  to  severe 
communication.  It  prevents  two 
intelligent  cultures  from  having  in- 


telligent dialogue.  It’s  intellectual 
censorship.  It’s  American  Apart- 
heid. It’s  stupid.  I am  not  in  favor  of 
labels.  However,  I do  believe  in 
making  distinctions  between  the 
needs  of  different  social  groups.  I’m 
not  Nancy  Reagan.  I can’t,  intelli- 
gently, “just  say  no;”  because  that’s 
not  the  answer  for  all  segments  of 
American  society.  The  needs  of  the 
working  class  differ  from  the  needs 
of  the  privileged  class,  as  much  as 
the  needs  of  African-Americans 
differ  from  the  needs  of  whites,  or 
the  needs  of  the  homeless  differ 
from  the  needs  of  people  living  in 
Beverly  Hills. 

A society  might  have  common 
goals.  Certainly,  two  very  impor- 
tant goals  are  freedom  and  equal- 
ity. However,  it  is  not  necessarily 
true  that  the  mechanism  that 
works  for  one  segment  of  the  popu- 
lation will  work  for  another.  Some- 
one needs  to  tell  Nancy  and  Ronald, 
and  now  Bush.  Someone  needs  to 
explain  to  these  so-called  leaders 
that  it’s  not  as  simple  as  they  would 
have  us  all  believe. 

We  all  want  to  be  perfect.  We 
women  especially  want  to  be  per- 
fect. Men,  on  the  other  hand,  are 
taught  to  live  with  their  imperfec- 
tions, to  make  the  best  of  their  fat, 
little  penises,  and  so  on.  They  are 
taught  that  it’s  not  the  size  of  the 
tool,  it’s  how  you  use  it.  Women  are 
instructed  to  seek  cosmetic  surgery 
to  enhance  small  breasts,  or  to 
cover  an  uneven  complexion,  or  to 
highlight  their  hair  color,  and  so  on. 
What  women  really  need  to  do  is  to 
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address  these  inequalities  in  soci- 
ety, and  redefine  what  being  a 
woman  is  all  about. 

I know  by  now  that  I’ve  upset  a lot 
of  people,  and  have  probably  burst 
a balloon  or  two.  As  is  customary  to 
my  gender,  I apologize.  I’m  sorry. 
Still  it’s  necessary;  we  cannot  move 
into  the  twenty-first  century  carry- 
ing the  same  illusions  and  fantasies 
from  the  sixties  and  seventies,  nor 
the  same  disillusioned  concepts 
that  carried  us  through  the  eight- 
ies. Sisters,  it’s  time  to  wake  up  and 
smell  the  coffee.  None  of  us  are 
perfect.  None  of  us  need  to  be  per- 
fect. What  we  all  need  to  do  is  to 
formulate  realistic  and  practical 
objectives,  and  to  work  rationally 
towards  reaching  those  objectives. 


The  next  decade  will  include  a 
number  of  new  obstacles  for  all 
women.  Although  we  have  made 
many  strides  during  the  eighties, 
we  must  continue  to  work  towards 
total  equality.

Ulane  vs.  Eastern  Airlines 


This  is  the  follow-up  article  to  an  article  Mr . Tolbin  wrote  for  En  Femme  HI  5 on 
Transsexuality  and  Discrimination,  It  was  left  out  of  issue  #16  due  to  space  limitations. 


Before  discussing  the  Ulane  case 
further  we  should  know  something 
about  Karen  Frances  Ulane.  She 
was  bom  in  1941  and  had  been 
named  Kenneth  Ulane  at  birth. 

Karen  Ulane  began  to  fly  aircraft 
in  1959  and  became  a licensed  pilot 
in  1964.  In  that  year  she  joined  the 
United  States  Army.  Ulane  was  an 
honor  graduate  of  the  army  flying 
school.  Ulane  was  a decorated  offi- 
cer and  she  received  the  Air  Medal 
of  Honor  and  8 clusters,  the  Army 
Commendation  Medal  for  excep- 
tionally meritorious  service  and  the 
Vietnam  Service  Medal.  She  was 
honorably  discharged  from  the 
Army  in  1968. 

The  Ulane  case  is  important  be- 
cause it  was  the  only  district  court 
case  wherein  the  court  ruled  that 
Title  VII  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of 
1964  applied  to  transsexuals.  Per- 
haps someday  it  will  be  helpful  in 
obtaining  a favorable  ruling  by  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  or  an 
amendment  to  Title  VII  by  Con- 
gress. 

Ulane  was  the  plaintiff  in  Karen 
Frances  Ulane  vs.  Eastern  Air- 
lines, Inc.  et  al  581  F.Supp  821 


reversed  742  F.2nd  1081.  Karen 
Ulane  had  been  hired  as  Kenneth 
Ulane,  by  Eastern  Airlines,  Inc. 
(hereinafter  “Eastern”)  in  1968.  She 
was  terminated  as  Karen  Frances 
Ulane  in  1981. 

Ulane  had  filed  charges  of  sex 
discrimination  with  the  Equal  Em- 
ployment Opportunity  Commis- 
sion (EEOC).  The  EEOC  subse- 
quently issued  a right  to  sue  letter. 

Ulane’s  suit  had  two  counts. 
Count  1 alleged  she  was  discrimi- 
nated against  as  a female.  Count  2 
alleged  she  was  discriminated 
against  as  a transsexual.  Both 
counts  alleged  violations  of  Title  VII 
of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

The  issue  before  the  district  court 
was  whether  or  not  the  phrase  of 
Title  VII  “because  of  the  individual’s 
sex”  applied  to  Ulane  who  alleged 
she  was  a transsexual  or  alterna- 
tively having  completed  sex  reas- 
signment surgery  was  not  a man, 
but  a woman. 

Ulane’s  major  witness  Dr.  Green 
and  her  other  witnesses  stated  that 
sexual  identity  is  in  part  a psycho- 
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logical  question.  It  is  a question  of 
one’s  own  self-perception.  How 
does  one  perceive  oneself  in  terms 
of  maleness  or  femaleness?  It  is 
also  a social  matter.  How  does  soci- 
ety perceive  the  individual? 

The  judge,  in  discussing  the  reac- 
tion of  society  to  transsexuals, 
found  an  Illinois  statute  to  be  perti- 
nent. Ulane  had,  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Illinois,  been  issued  a 
new  birth  certificate  with  the  desig- 
nation of  female.  That  seemed  to  be 
strong  evidence  of  social  policy  in 
the  area. 

The  court  determined  by  the 
greater  weight  of  evidence  that  sex 
is  not  a cut  and  dried  matter  of 
chromosomes.  The  court  also  de- 
termined Congress  never  intended 
anything  one  way  or  another  with 
reference  to  transsexuals.  The  de- 
fense argued  that  homosexuals 
and  transvestites  were  not  in- 
cluded because  of  failure  to  amend 
the  act  to  include  them  as  protected 
persons.  Therefore  transsexuals 
were  not  protected  either. 

The  defense  further  alleged  that 
Ulane  was  a transvestite  and  not  a 
transsexual.  If  that  were  proved 
true  she  could  not  be  protected  by 
the  statute.  The  court  was  helped  in 
determining  she  was  a transsexual 
based  on  Ulane’s  witness.  Dr. 
Berger  and  the  Gender  Identity 
Board  of  the  University  of  Chicago. 
The  defense  conceded  that  Ulane 
was  highly  intelligent,  knowledge- 
able and  sophisticated  but  still  a 
TV.  They  argued  that  she  manipu- 


lated the  gender  board  to  get  her  op- 
eration since  she  had  been  turned 
down  in  1970,  ten  years  before. 

Dr.  Berger  refuted  this  statement. 
He  did  not  believe  Ulane  at  first,  but 
later  he  realized  she  was  a trans- 
sexual and  all  her  other  physicians 
agreed  that  the  operation  was  right 
for  her.  Berger  testified  that  it  was 
just  what  Ulane  said  that  was  de- 
terminative. (Interesting  to  note 
that  Ulane  only  went  through  seven 
months  of  real  life  test  before  the 
surgery  while  one  or  two  years  are 
usually  required.) 

Another  observation  and  determi- 
nation by  the  court  was  how  Ulane 
appeared  to  other  people.  The  psy- 
chiatric reports  and  testimony  of 
the  psychiatrists  concurred  that 
Ulane  appeared  to  be  a woman, 
dressed  as  a woman  and  conducted 
herself  as  a woman.  There  was 
nothing  freakish  or  masculine 
about  her  and  she  appeared  to  be  a 
biological  woman.  The  court  deter- 
mined that  this  had  a great  bearing 
on  the  likelihood  of  her  successful 
post-operative  course. 

It  was  shown  that  medical  and 
legal  departments  of  Eastern  Air- 
lines had  terminated  Ulane  in  such 
a way  as  to  avoid  liability  under  sex 
discrimination.  Ulane  had  been  a 
flight  instructor.  The  court  found 
Ulane  to  be  a better  than  good  pilot 
and  for  twelve  years  had  performed 
successfully. 

The  court  found  that  Eastern 
went  out  of  its  way  not  to  learn 
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anything  favorable  about  Ulane 
with  reference  to  safety.  Eastern’s 
psychiatrists  had  no  experience 
with  adult  transsexuals  and  knew 
very  little  about  the  subject. 

The  defendant  argued  that  Ulane 
had  instigated  publicity  designed  to 
embarrass  Eastern.  The  court 
found  that  was  untrue  and  found 
that  Ulane  had  every  right  to  file  a 
lawsuit.  It  was  shown  that  there 
were  nude  pictures  of  Eastern 
employees  that  appeared  in  Play- 
boy magazine  that  did  not  bother 
Eastern  at  all. 

In  conclusion  the  court  found  the 
reasons  advanced  for  the  termina- 
tion of  Ulane  to  be  pretext  and  not 
in  good  faith.  The  court  found  that, 
but  for  being  transsexual  and  but 
for  having  sex  reassignment  sur- 
gery and  adopting  the  life  style  as  a 
woman,  Ulane  would  not  have  been 
discharged.  The  court  determined 
that  Ulane  was  discharged  because 
of  her  sex  within  the  meaning  of 
Title  VII.  The  court  found  Ulane  to 
be  a transsexual  and  entitled  to 
protection  under  the  statute.  The 
court,  realizing  the  case  would  be 
appealed,  stated  that  if  on  appeal  it 
was  held  that  Title  VII  does  not 
apply  to  transsexuals  then  Ulane 
should  have  the  benefit  of  a ruling 
on  her  alternative  count  that  she  is 
a female. 

The  case  was  appealed  to  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh 
District  under  Ulane  vs.  Eastern 
Airlines , Inc.  742F.2d  1081.  The 
appellate  court  determined  that 


Title  VII  did  not  apply  to  transsexu- 
als. There  could  be  no  broad  or 
liberal  interpretation  of  the  statute. 
The  court  recognized  the  difference 
between  homosexuals,  TV’s  and 
transsexuals  but  reasoned  that 
transsexuals  were  not  protected 
either  (only  G.G.’s!)  Any  changes  in 
the  law  would  have  to  be  done  by 
legislative  action  of  Congress.  The 
court  cited  the  previous  rejections 
by  congress  to  amend  the  statute  to 
include  homosexuals  and  TVs. 

The  appellate  court  determined 
that  there  was  not  enough  evidence 
in  the  district  court  case  to  support 
the  conclusion  that  Eastern  had 
discriminated  against  Ulane  as  a 
female.  The  decree  of  the  district 
court  was  reversed  with  an  entry  of 
judgment  in  favor  of  Eastern  on 
count  1 and  a dismissal  of  count  2. 

Karen  Ulane’s  attorney  advised 
that  a settlement  out  of  court  was 
reached  with  Eastern.  The  amount 
was  substantially  more  than  had 
been  ordered  as  back  pay  by  the 
district  court. 

In  commenting  on  the  case  we  see 
that  Judge  Grady  had  found  great 
evidence  to  show  that  Eastern  dis- 
criminated against  Ulane  as  a 
transsexual.  The  appellate  court 
agreed.  Grady  did  give  Title  VII  a 
liberal  and  broad  interpretation 
applying  it  to  protect  Ulane  as  a 
transsexual.  The  appellate  court 
disagreed;  it  felt  that  since  legisla- 
tive efforts  failed  to  amend  the  act  to 
include  homosexuals  and  TVs, 
transsexuals  would  be  excluded. 
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Judge  Grady  knew  that  Ulane  had 
been  wronged  and  discriminated 
against  by  Eastern.  Although  he 
applied  Title  VII  to  the  protection  of 
transsexuals  he  realized  that  his 
decision  would  be  appealed.  The 
judge  also  realized  that  the  appel- 
late court  might  overturn  his  deci- 
sion on  the  application  of  Title  VII  to 


transsexuals.  Judge  Grady  there- 
fore added  the  decision  of  discrimi- 
nation against  Ulane  as  a woman. 
The  appellate  court  found  that 
there  was  a lack  of  evidence  at  the 
district  court  bench  trial  to  show 
that  Eastern  had  discriminated 
against  Ulane  as  a woman.
